EIGHT 4-H CLUBS ESTABLISH 


FORESTRY DEMONSTRATIONS 


Wide awake 4-H clubsters of 
eight clubs of Coffee County have 
established plantings of slash pine 
trees on the school campus where 
their clubs are located. These 
plantings will serve as demonstrar 
tions of the value of trees in pre- 
venting erosion and their value as 
& cash crop. Club members of 
the future and farmers will be 
able to see for themselves how the 
farm woodlot should be managed 
as each club will protect its plant- 
ing from fire by the use of fire 
lanes, When the trees are of suf- 
ficient size, the clubsters will prune 
them and do the necessary thin- 
ning, Records of mortality and 
the rate of growth will be accurate- 
ly kept for study. 

The fact that trees are going 
to play an ever increasingly im- 
portant role on 
farms in the future is recognized 
by agricultural leaders, The prin- 
cipals of schools in which the 
clubs doing this work are located 
were more than glad to cooperate 
with H. C. Arant, assistant county 
agent, and the local club leaders 
in planning these demonstrations 
and in getting the trees planted. 

A demonstration of properly 
spacing and setting pine seedlings 
was held at each club by Mr. 
Arant. The club members, under 
the supervision of the local lead- 
ers, then completed the setting of 
the trees, The size of the plant- 
ings of pines vary from one-fourth 
acre to one acre each, 

Clubs planting pines are Hanon, 
New Hope, Victoria, Zion Chapel, 
Bluff Springs, Goodman, Damascus 
and Basin.

As we have already suggested, it 
is a feast of remembrance, ‘For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup ye do show the Lord’s 
death till he come’ (I Cor. 11:26). 
At the Lord’s table His followers find 
spiritdal strength in remembering 
His death for them, and they also 
find joy as they remember that He 
is to come again. In doing so they 
testify to the world that they be- 
lieve in and cherish these truths. 

This feast is also rightly called 
“communion,” for down through the 
ages and until He does come the 
saints of God have at His table sweet 
communion, first of all with Him, 
and then with one another. 

We also note that our Lord spoke 
of the cup as “my blood of the new 
testament.’’ The word ‘‘testament’’ 
means “covenant.’’ The Lord’s ta- 
ble therefore speaks of our alle- 
giance to Him, of our loyalty to our 
Lord, and our devotion to His serv- 
ice. The Christian Church therefore 
speaks of the communion service as 
a sacrament, a word taken from 
the Latin ‘‘sacramentum,’’ meaning 
oath, and essentially an oath of al- 
legiance. 

Ill. Betrayal and Strife (vv. 21- 
30). 

Someone will say, “That point 
does not belong with the other two. 
Both the feast of the Passover and 
the Lord’s Supper are for the joyful 
remembrance of deliverance and re- 
demption.’’ The objection is well 
taken except for one thing—we are 
dealing with human beings as they 
are, not as they should be and could 
be by the grace of God. 

Here in the inner circle of the 
twelve there was one traitor. It 
seems impossible, but apparently 
Judas had maintained such outward 
conduct as to turn no suspicion in 
his direction, even though all along 
he had in his heart the blackest of 
treachery against his Lord. It is a 
sad and soul-searching fact which 
is here revealed, that it is possible 
for one to make a high profession 
of faith in Christ and even so to live 
as to give no cause for criticism, 
and yet to be unregenerate and in 
fact the enemy of Christ. 

What about the strife regarding 
position? Shame on us, for it still 
goes on in the church, Not even 
the remembrance of our Lord’s 
death and the reminder that He is 
coming again is enough to keep men 
from wanting to be greatest. 

May the spirit of Christ get hold 
of some self-seeking Christian as he 
today sees Christ as the One whose 
body was broken and whose blood 
was shed for him,

a meeting of the City Council of 
said City to hear any objections or 
remonstrances that may be made 
to said improvements, the manner 
of making the same, or the char- 
acter of material or materials to 
be used; and to designate the of- 
fice where the detailed drawings, 
plans, specifications, surveys and 
estimates shall be filed, and where 
the property owner who may be 
affected by such improvements 
may see and examine the same, 
and to designate a superintendent 
to have charge of the construc- 
tion of said improvements; and, to 
provide for the making of such 
improvements by the City itself, 
and without letting contract there- 
for, to the extent that the City 
shall furnish a part of the mate- 
rials to be used, expense of pre- 
liminary and other surveys, and 
the inspection and superintendence 
of the work, and the printing and 
publishing of the notices, resolu- 
tions and ordinances required py 
law, including notice of assessment, 
and the cost of preparing bonds 
énd interest on money borrowed 
curing the progress of the work, 
or on bonds when the bonds have 
been issued in anticipation of the 
collection of the assessments, and 
all other expenses necessary for 
the completion of said improve- 
ments, except such materials, 
work and labor involved in such 
improvement as will be furnished 
by Works Progress Administra- 
tion; and, to provide for the proper 
publication of this ordinance. 


Be It Ordained by the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
in Regular Adjourned Session 
Assembled, on this the 10th day 
of March, 1941, as Follows:

That the materials to be used 
in the making of said improve- 
ments shall consist of conerete or 
corrugated metal pipe 15 inch, 18 
inch and 21 inch for storm sewers, 
cement, sand and gravel for curbs 
and gutters, and concrete for 
catch basins and junction boxes, 
and for the paving the material 
shall be sand clay for the base, 
tar prime, hot asphalt, cut-back 
asphalt, slag or gravel and plant- 
mixed seal; the pavement to meet 
Alabama Highway Department 
specifications dated October 1, 
1939. Also, the improvements shall 
include the planning, engineering, 
publishing, necessary supervision 
of work, and all other items inci- 
dent to the completion of the same. 
SECTION 7

Health Week Is 
Being Promoted 
Through Schools 


Miss Lucille Combs, Miss La- 
verne Johnson and Mrs, Margaret 
Haire, public health nurses con- 
nected with the county unit, open- 
ed Health Week activities in Cof- 
fee County Monday by beginning 
a campaign of visitation to the 
schools in order to examine chil- 
dren reported to have defective 
vision. 

The children examined will re- 
ceive this service upon recommen- 
dation of their teachers, who have 
had them under daily observation, 
Dr. G, L. Weidner, county health 
officer, will check all defective vi- 
sion cases following the nurses’ 
reports, 

Simultaneously during the stat- 
ed period, the health officer will 
give physical examination upon 
recommendation, with case his- 
tories furnished by teachers wher- 
ever possible, 

The chief feature of Health 
Week is the educational program. 
At its March meeting the County 
Council discussed special Coffee 
County health problems which can 
be helped by organized effort. 

These problems are being taken 
up day by day in the classroom 
teaching by the school teachers 
and in special school and commu- 
nity programs with moving pic- 
tures on health subjects and by 
speakers from among the mem- 
bers of the County Council. Nine- 
teen such community programs 
are scheduled. 

Chief emphasis is being placed 
upon sanitation to give a knock- 
cut blow to hookworm disease and 
upon the formation of community 
organizations for continuing the 
fight against rats and Brill’s 
fever. 

Visiting day for parents has 
been arranged when a period for 
personal conferences will follow 
the program, 

The intensive health program 
launched this week is being car- 
ried out in cooperation with the 
County Council,
